Mobs and the Police 


in Conilict. 


The Unemployed  Sympathize 
With» Sicilians 


In the Latter’s Opposition to 
Tax Levies. 


The Socialists to Force the 


Government. 


Mormon Converts Returning—An Anarchist’s 
Wife Confesses—Six New Cardinals— 
The Search for Capt. 
Wilson's Party. 


Ry Teleqraph to The Times. 

ROME, Jan. 7.—(By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.) A crowd of working- 
men tonight assembled in the Trans- 
vere quarter and marched to the cen- 
ter of Rome bearing two red flags and 
shouting: ‘Live Socialism!” “Live the 
Sicilian martyrs!” 

The police on guard at the passage 
of the Garibaldi bridge ordered the 
crowd to disperse, but the latter opened 
fire upon the police with revolvers, and 
during the riot which followed a police- 
man was stabbed with a dagger. 
Finally the police succeeded in dis- 
persing the crowd. and in capturing 
the two red flags and two Anarchists. 

Handbills yesterday evening were 
thrown about from the galleries of 
theaters inscribed: ‘“‘Down. with the 
people’s sweaters and taxes!’’ “Live 
the Sicilian martyrs!’’ Several Anar- 
chists who threw handbills were ar- 
rested. 

The mob yesterday evening attacked 
and disarmed a corporal for refusing 
to joirf in the seditious cries, and after- 
ward brutally beat some gendarmes 
with cudgels. A sharp conflict followed 
between the police and rioters, ending 
with the dispersal of the mob. Four 
arrests were--made. Two gendarmes 
were injured. 

A manifesto.signed by several So- 
clalist Deputies has been circulated at 
Modena. It says that the Deputies are 
going to Sicily to force the government 
to take proper and beneficient meas- 
ures to restore peace. The Socialist 
Deputies call on the people to organize 
popular meetings throughout Italy in 
order to protest against the ‘‘designed 
violence of the government and check 
the vain resistance of our oppressed 
brethren,” and exhorting them to har- 
por their strength for future needs. 

A dispatch fom Palermo says that 
Gen. Lavariano, military commander 
there, has issued a proclamation to 
Sicilians, declaring his earnest desire 
to reassure the peaceful minority of the 
population, and intimating that he is 
preparing to strike a speedy and deci- 
sive blow at the agitators. The gen- 
eral appeals for the aid of all good 
citizens in suppressing the disturb- 
ances, 

DE GAMA CONPIDENT 
Although Foreign Diplomats Do Not Recog- 
nize the Insu-certs. 

LONDON, Jan. 7.—(Copyrighted, 1894, 
by Cable and Associated Press.) The 
‘imes tomorrow will print the follow- 
ing dispatch, dated Rio, January 4, 
via Montevideo: ‘“‘Admiral de Gama 
still holds out, stating he expects the 
Aquidaban and Republica with rein- 
forcements tomorrow from the south. 
He appears confident of the ultimate 
result, and received £12,000 on Satur- 
day from sympathizers to pay his men. 
The diplomats have refused to recog- 
nize the belligerent status of the insur- 
gents on the grounds that the provi- 
sional government has not sufficient 
standing. 

‘‘Admiral Chavas, Minister of Marine, 
has resigned his office on account of a 
difference of opinion with Peixotto re- 
garding the imprisonment and general 
treatment of naval officers suspected 
of sympathy with the insurgents. His 
successor, Admiral Meatto, is consid- 
ered honest, though he has no special 


ability. 

“The past week has been ureventful. 
Some skirmishes in the vicinity of Mo- 
cangue have occurred and there has 
been occasional firing along the shore 
front of the city. The forts. at the 
mouth of the harbor, which have been 
silent for the past week, fired again 
today. Cruiser Tamandare has fired 
a few shots daily at the batteries of 
the Nitheroy, the latter replying. 

“The government continues mount- 
ing artillery on the heights within the 
city limits, and is awaiting the arrival 
of new warships before attacking 
Gama. The Nitheroy. America and Au- 
rora are still at Pernambuco, the latter 
being without a-crew. News from 
Desterro states. there is some diver- 
gence of opinion among the insurgent 
leaders on account of the appointments 
of the provisional government. 

“Several cases of ‘yellow jack’ have 
occurred on board merchant-vesseéls 
and also in the city, and it is feared 
the continuance of the intense heat 
will bring on a severe epidemic. On 
Wednesday the insurgents ttacked 
Engenno Island, opening fire from the 
ships at midday. At 7 o'clock they 
landed 200 men, and for half a hour 
there was sharp fighting. After alight 
check they captured a Krupp field-piece 
and a seventy-pounder. The govern- 
ment” was thirteen killed and five 
d. Five officers and sixty-three 
men and twenty-five civilians were 
taken” prisoners. insurgent loss 
was two killed and five wounded.

MEXICO AND THE INDIANS. 


The’ Aztecs to Join + A the Yaquis Against

NOGALES’ (Ariz.,)'Jan. 7.—(By the 
Associated Press.) It is stated that the 
Aztec Indians intend to join the Ya- 
quis in the fight against the Mexican 
government. Prisofers captured by 
Tecopa have said that they are Aztecs, 
but this is not believed. As a general 
thing the Aztecs are far above the av- 
erage, in point of culture, of the ordi- 
nary civilization of Sonora 

Most of the Aztecs speak and write 
English as well as Spanish, and say 
they school their children in houses in- 
dependent of the Mexican governme 
The impression has long existed that 
the Aztecs are in sympathy with the 
Yaquis, but, strange to say, none have 
ever. been found in the soldiery.

GOT THE WRONG MAN. 


Salvador Franch and Not Cedina the Barcelona 
Bomb-thrower. 

MADRID, Jan. 7.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) The wife of Salvador 
Franch, the Anarchist recently arrest- 
ed at Saragossa and who confessed he 
caused the bomb explosion at the 
Lyceo Theater at Barcelona, has in- 
formed the police of her ‘husband’s 
movements on the day of the outrage. 
Franch was absent all day and remain- 
ed away until the following morning. 
when he returned and told her he had 
been working in the netghboring vil- 
lage. Franch remained secreted at his 
home until December 8, when he be- 
came alarmed upon hearing that Cedina 
had been impaisoned and confessed to 
his wife that he was the culprit and 
not Cedina. Franch then left home and 
sought shelter in some other hiding- 
place. 

Several bombs have been discovered 
at Sabadella, ten miles feom Barcelona. 


_ NICARAGUA’S GUIDING HAND. 


A:Hondurian General Shot for Attempting 
Escape—Movement of Troops. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 7.—(By the Asso- 
ated Press.) The Herald’s special from 
Managua says that Gen. Williams, 
who was taken prisoner when Cholu- 
teca was captured on January 3 by 
Bonilla’s troops, tried to escape today 
and was killed by the sentinel. 

Gen.. Ortiz has sent awbody of troops 
to capture Anapala. 

A messenger has arrived with dis- 
patches anonuncing that the Hondurian 
and Nicaraguan armies were on the 
poii.t of collision. When the messenger 
left skirmishing had already begun. The 
opposing lines are within an hour’s 
march, and a bloody and decisive con- 
flict was imminent. 


WERE GIVEN NO WIVES.

A party of Mor- 
mon converts from Indian Territory 
who arrived at Santa Rosalie, where 
the new Mormon colony is located, are 
net satisfied with their new positions, 
and several have already left for their 
old home in the United States. One of 
the dissatisfied converts has reached 
here, and,states that, instead of being 
providedAwith a number of wives, as 
they had been led to believe they would 
receive, they were not even given one.

Is Willis Aboard the 
Corw in? 


Thurston Stated He Would 
Advise Dole 


To Return the Minister His 
Passports. 


This May Have Been Done for 
Protection. 


Capt. Munger Receives Orders from Wash- 
\  ington—A Steamer Due on Thurs- 
day—Cautious Movements of 
Lieut. Jacobs,

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 7.—(Special.) 
This afternon the startling rumor 
was bruited abroad in explanation of 
Capt. Munger’s refusal to permit com- 
munication with the Corwin... It is said 
he has as a guest on board the cutter 
no less a personage than Minister Wil- 
lis who has returned from the islands, 
not through choice, but réecessarily. 

It is a growing belief here that sub- 
sequent to the departuré of the steamer 
Alameda which conveyed the news of 
Minister Willis’s demand on the pro- 
visional government to Auckland, Pres- 
ident Dole answered Minister Willis 
by sending him his passports and re- 
questing that he leave the Hawaiian 
dominions. All known facts apparently 
bear out this report. 

It has been ascertained that Capt. 
Munger has been ordered by the Wash- 
ington authorities to maintain his pres- 
ent anchorage off Point San Quentin 
till next Thursday; to grant no shore- 
leave to any of his officers or men, and, 
in a word, to permit of no communica- 
tion whatever with land. The bearing of 
this lies in that fact that before next 
Thursday when the City of Pekin is 
due the people of the United States will 
know nothing of events on the islands, 
and this delay will give the adminis- 
tration breathing time to formulate a 
policy to meets*heremergencies of the 
occasion. 

The efforts to maintain the secrecy 
of the situation have gone to extraordi- 
nary length. The only person who has 
landed from the Corwin since her ar- 
rival on Friday was the officer who was 
put ashore with dispatches at Fort 


officer, it has since been ascertained, 
was Lieut. Jacobs. He proceeded from 
the military reservation to the resi- 


where he pressed a member of the Mun- 
ger family into service and had him 
file the dispatches to Washington with 
the Western Union Telegraph Company. 

The lieutenant’s motive in following 
this course was to avoid any possibility 
of being questioned either at the tele- 
graph office or on the streets. Having 
dispatched the messages he had himself 
driven to the ferry whence he took a 
boat to Sausailtt and, two hours later, 
after disembarking, joined the cutter off 
Point San -Quentin. 

The only reasonable hypothesis on 
which to explain all this maneuvering 
is that the Corwin is burdened with a 
sensation which threatens to disrupt 
that trim craft if it is kept bottled up 
much longer. Before Mr. Thurston sail- 
(ed for Honolulu he stated to several 
persons here that if Minister Willis 
were to take the course which he ac- 
tually has taken he would recommend 
to President Dole to give the Minister 
his passports. As Mr. Thurston is at 
present advising President Dole, it is 
more than likely that such has been the 
course pursued, and this bears out the 


rumor that Minister Willis is now 
aboard the Corwin. 
NOT ‘REDITED. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 7.—(By the 


Associated Press.) The rumor tele- 
graphed from Washington to the ef- 
fect that Minister Willis had been given 
his passport by the provisional govern- 
ment, and that he had arrived at this 
port on the Corwin, is current here. 
Though considered quite probable that 
the Minister has been tendered his 


It is helfeved that He ‘is 


on board the Corwin now, or that he 
was a passenger on her. The unprece- 
dented action of the Corwin’'s officers, 
however, might indicate the truth of 
the story, for it is certain that they are 
concealing some important fact from 
the public, and it may be that the Min- 
ister to Hawaii is hidden in the cut- 
ter’s cabin. 

It is almost a- foregone conclusion, 
however, that Minister Willis would 
not sail from Honolulu and leave Mrs. 
Willis behind. That she has not landed 
here is almost beyond doubt, nor is it 
believed that any woman is on board 
the Corwin else a glimpse of her would 
have been had by the many reporters 
who have closely watched the cutter 
since her appearance in the harbor.

When asked directly whether any 
revoltuion had occurred at Honolulu, 
and whether the provisional govern- 
ment was still in power, Capt. Munger 
would only reiterate his statements 
that he could say no more than was 
contained in the Auckland dispatches. 

The cutter is still lying off Red Rock, 
about @ mile out from San Quentin 
Penitentiary, and over ten miles from 
this city. So far as getting any news 
from her is concerned she might as 
well be in the Bering Sea. No one is 
allowed on board, and not one of her 
crew has been allowed over the side 
of the vessel. Since her arrival the 
cutter has been besieged by reporters 
in Whitehall boats, but the approach of 
small boats has been the signal for 


one of the cutter’s officers to appear | 


on deck, and the sailors would be or- 
dered from the rail and cautioned to 
maintain silence. 

Once the officers were caught una- 
wares, and a seaman started to talk. 
A reporter asked him the latest news 
from Honolulu. “Hell's a-poppin’ 
down there,’’ was the decidedly ex- 
pressive reply of the sailor, but he 
was allowed to say no more, for an 
officer approached and ordered him be- 
low. Just what this strange silence 
means no one here seems to compre- 
hend, but the people generally believe 
there have been stirring times in Hon- 
olulu. The unheard-of secrecy on board 
the Corwin, despite the eagerness of the 
sailors to talk, would seem to indi- 
cate that the sailors have an interesting 
story to tell if they were only allowed 
the least chance to ventilate their in- 
formation. 

The San Francisco papers’ are 
bristling with severe criticisms of the 
authorities responsible for the suppres- 
sion of news that the Corwin men 
might make plain. 

The Chronicle pointedly asks: ‘‘Why 
does President Cleveland insist on veil- 
ing the HaWaiian situation in profound 
mystery? Why should the commander 
of the revenue cutter Corwin decline to 
inform the press of the United States 
of the facts as they existed when 
he left Honolulu? So long as negotia- 
tions purely dfplomatic are pending it 
is easy to understand that matters of 
detail may be properly held in re- 
serve, but when it comes to a state- 
ment of an actually-existing condition 
of affairs, secrecy is very much out of 
place. Where is any need for all this 
mystery and concealment? What in- 
terest can Mr. Cleveland have in Ha- 
waii in which the people of the United 
States do not share?’’ 

The Examiner says: “If :the Ha- 
waiian republic were situated in a cave 
of which Mr. Cleveland held the only 
key, wecould understand the curious 
performances of the Corwin since her ar- 
rival at this port. The news from the | 
islands. being unpleasant and humiliat- 
ing to the administration, it would 
naturally occur. to the President to 
conceal it from the public. But as 
Hawaii lies in an open ocean, free to 
all comers, we cannot refrain from ask- 
ing what the administration thinks it 
is going to gain by forbidding its offi- 
cers and sailors to give American peo- 
ple a hint of the nature of public 
events in Honolulu. 

“It is no state secrets that we are 
asking, but information about hap- 
penings that are open and notorious 
in Hawaii now. and will be here as 
soon as the next mail-steamer arrives.

A REPUBLICAN CONFERENCE. 


Talk of Impeachment Gives Way to Coofer |

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) A conference was held 
this afternoon at which a number of 
prominent Republicans were present 
to decide on a course of proceedings 
relative to the Hawaiian question, due 
to the latest advices from Honolulu. 
It is understood some very radical 
views were given expression to, and 
the question of the impeachment of 
President Clevéland for his course was 
brought up. 

This course, however, was not seri- 
ousy _ considered by anvone--and- the- 
cooler-headed members advocated a 
conservative stand, which view finally 
prevailed. They argued it would ebe 
much wiser for the Republicans «W Wait 
for a day or so until absolute and defi- 
nite information is received from Ha- 
waii, which will probably be not later 
than Wednesday. 

The conférence finally adjourned 
without takifff any @Wefinite action ex- 
cept to agree that there should be no 
concerted movement for the present. 
Secrétary Gresham was seen at a late 
hour tonight and stated that there was 
absolutely nothing to be given out on 
the Hawaiian question and would not 
be until the arrival. of mail advices. 
This would seem to controvert the the- 
ory that the President's intent is to 
send a special message to Congress to- 
morrow on the Hawaiian question, in- 
cluding the correspondence received 
from the Corwin. 

It is understood that the dispatches 
obtained are rather meagre and the 
administration prefers to wait full ad- 
vices before making anything public.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The tariff _bill will 
occupy the attention of the House 
during the coming week. After four 
days’ fruitless effort to secure the - 
presence of a voting Democratic 
quorum the House adopted, just be 
fore adjournment, the extreme expedi- 
ent of ordering the arrest of all meme 
bers absent without leave. The depue 
ties who were sent out last night in all 
directions served warrants on forty 
members who were absent withodt 
leave, twenty-one Democrats and nine- . 
teen Republicans. 

The Democratic leaders express the 
confident hope that 179 voting Demo- 
crats will be in their seats when the 
gavel drops at noon. From the Repub- 
lican absentees no aid is expected. 
They can be brought here under du- 
ress, but cannot be made to vote. This 
applies to some Democrats as well, 
and if the opposition within the ranks 
of the majerity can be organized, 
enough Democratic members might re 
frain from voting to prevent. the con- 
sideration of the bill in its present 
shape. 

Privately some Democrats admit that 
the gravity of the situation is very 
great. The possibility of defeating the 
consideration of the bill strikes terror 
into their hearts, and some of. them, like 
Mr. Oates of Alabama, openly advo- 
cate the resort to the parliamentary 
expedient utflizei by the Fifty-first 
Congress of counting a quorum. 
Speaker Crisp asserts positively that 
the party will not be forced to this re- 
sort. He thinks a voting quorum will 
‘be here certainly on Tuesday at the 
farthest. If it cannot be obtained then, 
another Democratic caucus will be 
called. 

This is what those dissatisfied with 
the bill are aiming at. They declare 
as soon as they can demonstrate 
that not a sufficient number of Demo- 
crats will vote to consider the bill, the 
leaders will be obliged to submit to 
material modifications which the dis- 
grunticd members will propose. Some 
of the Eastern Democrats who are 
fighting the income-tdax proposition are 
willing to go to almost any length to 
eliminate this feature of the bill. Alto- 
gether the prospects are very good for 
a very interesting contest in the House 
during the coming week. Of course, if 
a& quorum is secured tomorrow or on 
Tuesday, the special order will be 
passed. 

The committee work of the House is 
not fairly under way, as the opening 
snarl over the tariff has required all 
the attention of the Democratic lead- 
ers who constitute the chairmen of the 
leading committees. Only two reports 
have been presented since the session 
opened, One from the Judiciary Com- 
mittee on Bailey's Bankruptcy Bill, 
another from the Committee on Bank- 
ing and Currency on the bill of Mr. 
Brawley to remit the 16 per cent. tax 
collectable on ckaring-house  certifi- 
cates, and other forms of private cum 
rency issued during the money famine 
of last fall, but with the prospect that 
the House will be engaged with routine 
and long speeches, the committeemen 
are expecting ta get their associates 
togetper and accomplish considerable 
work, 

It is probable that theeimportant bill 
repealing the l)-per cent. tax on State 


bank issues will be reported to the 
Committee on Banking and Currency 
at an early day, perhaps during the 


comim™® week. There is a w ide differ- 
ence of opinion between Democrats as 
to the principles of such a measure, 
and as these differences cannot well be 


reconciipd it Is the general desire in 
cammittee..to report a bill simply re- 
pealing the tax and then let the House 
decide all differences. 

The principal item of the Senate pro- 
gramme for the week has been agreed 
upon. It is the consideration of the 
Federal Election Bill, which is to be 
taken up after the conclusion of the 
morning business, on Tuesday. Ha- 
waii may again demand the attention 


of the Senate, to the exclusion of all 
Other subjects, for & portion of the 
week. If the government should fail 


to give an explicit denial to the re- 
port that Willis has asked the Dole 
government to retire in the interest 
of the Queen, there are sure to pe a 
number of resolutions of inquiry intro- 


duced and several pointed speeches 
may be expected. 
There will, in any event, be some 


discussion of Hawaiian affairs over 
Senator Hoar’s resolution inquiring into 
the expenses and salary of Mr. Biouzt. 
and there is\a possibility that the Frye 
resolution, declaring that unth Con- 
gressional inquiry is concluded this gov- 
ernment should suspend all eforts ag 
interference in the affairs of that coun- 
try, may be called from the tabie. 

The whole matter depends very 
largely upon the news from the Pacifie 
and the attitude assumed by the admin.

PACIFIC COAST TROTTING ASSOCI- 

ATION. 


At a meeting of the Pacific Coast 
trotting-horse breeders, recently held in 
San Francisco, a resolution was adopted 
by virtue of which a call has been is- 
sued for a convention of delegates from 
the various district agricultural asso- 
ciations, for the purpose of organizing 
a trotting and pacing association for 
the terrfory west of the Rocky Moun- 
tains, with headquarters in that city. 

At present there are two such organ- 
izations in  existence—ihe National 
Trotting Association, having headquar- 
ters at Hartford, Ct., and the American 
Trotting Association, with headquarters 
at Chicago. All the district associations 
of this Coast are members of these two 
organizations, but it is believed that 
the time is fully ripe fer fhe formation 
of a third association that will have 
jurisdiction over the western portion of 
the country. It has also been found 
that, owing to the remoteness of the 
National and American acsociations, 
serious inconvenience, to say nothing 
more, has resulted. With the formation 
of the Pacific ass8ciation, the entire 
territory will be pretty well covered. 
The rulings, suspensions, etc., of one 
association will be recognized by the 
others.

Matters to Come Up at Today's Session— 
Temple Street Cut. 


The matter of the proposed regrading 
of Temple street is to come up again be- 
fore the City Council today, and is likely 
to bring out a full representation of 
both the promoters of and those op- 
posed to the improvement. It will be 
remembered that at the meeting of the 
Council two weeks ago a motion made 
by Mr. Gaffey, to instruct the City 
Attorney to present an ordinance aban- 
doning all proceedings for the work, 
was, after debate, referred to the Boara 
of Public Works.

He rec- 
ommended that the Council decide 
whether to abandon proceedings or to 
go ahead with the work and thus end 
the matter. 

On motion of Councilman Innes, fur- 
ther action was postponed until 2 
o'clock this afternoon. 

It is expected that the property- 
owners interested, together with their 
representatives, will call the Council’s 
attention to all the old arguments and 
some new ones for and against the 
cut. The city fathers will then have 
an opportunity to act, but, on account 
of some minor complications, the ac- 
tion taken by them will undoubtedly 
be watched closely.. Councilman Innes, 
in whose ward the proposed work is 
located, has for some time past mani- 
fested an inclination to evade any dl- 
rect issue. In reply to questions as tb 
whether he is or is not in favor of the 
regrading he has usually given an- 
swers which would leave the inquirer 
still in doubt as to what his position 
is.

Denied That the Southern California 


Will Be Affected, 


Prospects of Another Transcontinental Pas- 
senger Rate War—Southern Pacific 
Business at Port Los 
Angetes. 


‘Two private cars were attached to 
the Santa Fe overland train which ar- 
rived last evening. One of the cars = 
that of T. R. Gabel, general superin- 
¢dendent of the Atlantic and Pacific, and 
the other was occupied by Judge C. N. 
Sterry, general attorney for that road; 
WV. W. Green, of the law firm of Alex- 
ander & Green, New York, and C. B. 
Smith, of the Topeka law firm of Ros- 
sington & Smith. The coming of the 
attorneys had been foretold by the 
coming of the dispatch from Prescott, 
printed in this paper yesterday morn- 
ing, which announced that their busi- 
ness in the Arizona city was to secure 
the appointment of receivers for the 
Atlantic and Pacific. *A Times re- 
porter called upon the party last even- 
ing at the cars which were sidetracked 
at La Grande Station and found the 
attorneys in consultation with W. J. 
Hunsaker, counsel for fhe Southern 
California Railroad in this city. To the 
questions asked by the reporter Judge 


“Our business here at this time is in 
ronnection with the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific road only. Tomorrow we will go 
before Judge Ross, of the United States 
Court, and ask for the appointment of 
receivers for the Atlantic and Pacific. 
Bimilar action has already been taken 
in New Mexico and Arizona. We will 
do nothing that will concern in any 
way the Southern California Company 
and there is no intention of asking 
for a receiver for that. road. Mr. Green, 
who is with us, is the attorney repre- 
senting the Mercantile Trust Company 
of New York, and Charles C. Smith of 
Topeka, is with us as a guest. When 
the Atlantic and Pacific receivership is 
pettled we shall return home.’’+ 

It will be gratifying to this section if 
the Southern California road does es- 
cape a receivership, though no mate- 
rial changes would necessarily follow 
such a step if it should become inevi- 
table. From the latest expressions ob- 
tained from Santa Fe official circles, 
it is claimed that ,entire system, ex- 
cepting the Southern California, the 
Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fe, and the 
Sonora roads will be embraced in the 
receivership, the last named being ex- 
cluded by reason of its lying in a 
foreign country where the jurisdiction 
of receivers appointed by United States 
courts would be limited by difficulties, 

NO TICKETS TO PUNCH. 

THe’ Attion of the Consolidated Elec- 
tric Railroad Company in refusing to 
renew the 700 annual passes which ex- 
pire’ by limitation on December 31, has 
brougyt to light a bit of history about 
the now defunct Los Angeles and Pa- 
cific roacl. At the time that ill-starred 
road was in operagéjon between this city 
and Santa Monica, there were- 500 an- 
nual passes extant, issued by the man- 
agement. These passes, unlike a great 
proportion of those given out by the 
street railway .company, were vyery 
yeople who us em A 
able opportunity. It is fold that so 
great had grown this class of travel 
that Conductor Jack Henry, who ran 
back and forth over the road, never 
thought of asking for tickets, but 
would always enter the coaches with this 
little speech, “Let me see your passes, 
please.’’ 

The road haS been bankrupt for sev- 
eral years. 

SCRAP HEAP. 


It is announced that the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe receivership will 
not effect the plans of the Santa Fe 
Hospital Association, whieh has al- 
ready planned for the building of the 
finest railway hospital in the West at 
Topeka. 

Southern Pacific officials, after thor- 
oughly discussing the question, give it 
out that the company will make no 
not affect the plans o the Santa Fe 
Chris Evans, the bandit. The Wells- 
Fargo Express Company has already 
given up the chase. 

Arrangements have been perfected 
by the Baltimore and Ohio, Rock 
Island, Denver and Rio Grande, Rio 
Grande Western, and Southern’ Pacific 
railroads, to run a tourist sleeper 
through from Philadelphia asd Balti- 
more to San Francisco without change. 
The arrangements will go into effect 
January 10. 

Receiver CaHaway, of the Toledo, St. 
Louis and Kansas City Railway, in his 
answer to the petition of employees 
for living wages, claims that the wages 
now paid are equal to those received 
by the employees of twenty other lines 
entering St. Louis or Toledo, and says 
that less than three hundred of the em- 
ployees are really dissatisfied. 

A suit will shortly be filed in the 
District Court at Albuquerque by James 
P. Moran, administrator for the estate 
of John P. Moran, against the Atlantic 
and Pacific Railroad Company, to re- 
cover $40,000 damages. John P. Moran 
Was a conductor on the Atlantic and 
Pacific road, who met his death in an 
accident at Bluewater, two years ago. 

The Santa Monica Outlook says that 
Bince the ist of June 168 vessels have 
touched at the big wharf at Port Los 
Angeles. The imports include 1,296,186 
feet of lumber, 313,424 railroad ties, 33,- 
307 tons of coal, 9235 tons of merchan- 
dise and 700 rails for the Southern 
Pacific Company. The exports consist 
of 7210 tons of grain and 1272 tons of 
merehandise. During a greater portion 
of this time, it must be remembered 
that the- building of the wharf was in 
progress, and there was no effort 
made to do a shipping business.

1885: ‘“‘In 1883 an acre of lagd on the 
southwest corner of Colorado — 
and Fair Oaks avenue sold for $1000, 
the purchaser holding off a week to ot 
mand the commission discount. Att 
auction of the school land, in 188 
the highest price was the property at 
the southeast corner of Colorado street 
and Fuir Oaks avenue, which sold a 
$147 per front foot, for Colorado front- 
age. The corner of Colorado and Ray- 
mond brought $60 and the lowest price 
realized was $58. From this time the 
appreciation wes wonderful, and with- 
in two years the same property was 
sold as high as $600 for Colorado front- 
age, $200 to $400 for Fair Oaks prop- 
erty, and $100 to $250 on Raymond. 
Now property on Colorado, from Fair 
Oaks to Raymond, is valued at from 
$300 to $400; from Raymond to the rail- 
road, at $200 to $300, and from -there 
to Marengo, at from $100 to $200. On 
Fair Oaks to Union the present value 
is from. $100 to $200: on Raymond, in the 
game limits, about $100 to $200.”’

Foul Play Suspected—Meeting of Supervisors. 
Cases in the Superior Court. *® 

Additional facts concerning the death 
of the Mexican, Florentino Garcia, have 
come to light, which would seem to 
point strongly in the direction of foul 
play. When the death was first re- 
ported to Coroner Ruiz, that gentle- 
man at once drove to the Haynes 
ranch, where he was surprised to find 
a funeral proceeding, as though the 
death had been from natural causes. 
The ceremonies were stopped, an in- 
quest held, and such evidence as was 
obtainable indicated that poison had 
been the cause of death. 

As heretofore stated, the body was 
brought to Santa Barbara, and an ex- 
amination of the contents of the 
stomach conducted by Drs. Hall, Otto 
and Crooks. Heart, liver, kidneys and 
brain were found in every respect 
healthy. In the stomach evidence of 
poison presented itself. The contents 
were removed and sent to San Fran- 
cisco for expert analysis. 

Garcia had been in California about 
three years; his age was about 35. 
There is nothing to support a theory of 
suicide. Several circumstances tend to 
strengthen suspicions of foul play. 

The Mexican had been paying atten- 
tion to a young woman who, it is 
stated, had other lovers. With one of 
these rivals Garcia had quarreled more 
than once, and had his life threatened 
in the presence of witnesses. 

The result of the analysis of the con- 
tents of the stomach may elucidate the 
mystery.

Chinese are Not to Be Fooled 
Again.

Orders from the Highbinders of No Effect 
Many are Already Busy Securing 
Photographs—What Wong 
Chee Says. 


It is not thought probable that the 
Chinese of Southern California will be 
backward about registering under the 
McCreary law, even in face of the 
threats which are reported as having 
been made by the leading highbinders 
of San Francisco, for their experience 
in obeying blindly the orders of the 
Six Companies has proven a very bit- 
ter and unpleasant one indeed, and 
they are not likely to heed further in- 
structions from ‘“headquarters,’’ even 
though they are sent out ordering 
them to refrain from complying -with 
the provisions of the law, None have 
registered here as yet, but the deputy 
collector’s office has been visited by a 
stream of Mongolians each day since 
it was announced that names would be 
received, all eager to learn what they 
must do to get their signatures down 
right and avoid further trouble. . 

Wong Chee, the Chinatown leader, 
supposed to be the local representative 
of the Six Companies, when asked by 
a Times reporter if the feeling among 
his people was in favor.of registering, 
said: “Oh, yes; all the boys will regis- 
ter except the merchants. There will 
be no more trouble here. They have 
not started in yet, but are getting 
ready now. Thy all would have reg- 
istered before if it had not been for 
the order of the Six Companies.”’ 

Several photographers reported on 
Saturday that they had had a number 
of Chinese sitters, and ¢his fact shows 
that the heathen are taking the first 
step necessary toward registration by 
obtaining photographs, which become 
a part of the record, to insure a per-
